FIERCE FLAMES. 


Fire Amone the Tanks of an OH He- 


flnery. 


FHAKKLHT, Pa,, Aug. 21.— A fire broke out 


in tho Eclipse lubricating refinery at this 
place. It burned fiercely for 'over si* hours, 
destroying a largo part of the works. The 
fire originated iu what is known as a benziiia 
still. Stcnm is run iuto tins still to purify 
tho oil. Tlio pressure became so great that 
tho still exploded. Tbo still contained 1,100 
barrels of baiKine. This was scattered in all di- 
rections by tho explosion. Adjacent tauki 
aud stills immediately ignited, and many of 
them exploded with great force. Inside o£ 
twenty minutes tho air was darkened with 
tbo doiLso smoko that arose from tho fire. 
As far 
as known, tho workmen all 


escaped. Many were burned, but nono seri- 
ously. The fire department of both Oil City 
and Pranklin wore early on the ground and 
did all possible to stay the progress of tlio 
flames. For two hours they worked amid 
the din of exploding tanks with but little 
success. The fire seemed to gain in furry, 
and rolled up tho valley in a manner that 
compelled people to sook tho hills for safety. 
Tlio whole flght was to conftno tho conflagra- 
tion to the ravine in which it started. Tank 
after tank sent tho flames higher and higher, 
lighting tho heavens until tho electric lieht 
seemed bat a tallow dip. Tho pump-house, 
containing pumps that 
cost 
$70,000, 


was burned trough and through.

barrel,

While four companies 
woro plaving water on this end of tho works 
four more-were engaged on tho wax works 
opixisito, finished bat a mouth ago at a cos: 
o£ £50,000. Four times il was afire, iasirle 
and out, but each time they quenched it. At 
S a. in., after n fourtcen-hour flght, all but 
ono company withdrew,
